Frost led the western part of 


the Golden Circle with 4 inches 
of rainfall, which fell just 
outside the city limits. Irene, in 
the same direction,

3.50 inches, and Blooming 
Grove received slightly over 3 
inches. 


The official weather bureau 


gauge in Corsicana received 
1.40 inch, while gauges in north 
central Corsicana and near 
Tiger Field showed 1.50 and 1.4

Wortham, south of Corsicana, 


received 3.2 inches up until 8 
a.m. today, and rain continued 
to fal there at the time of the 
rain check around 10 a.m. 
Richland, in the same general 
area, reported 3.25 inch. 


Ennis recorded 2.65 inches of 


rainfall during the night and 
early 
morning, and 


received 2.50 inches. 


Teague reported 2.2 inches 


and a continuing drizzle. 
Fairfield received 1.8 inch. 


Hubbard recorded 1.75 inch, 


while Barry Dawson both 
reported 1.8 inch. 


Corps of Engineer officials at 


Navarro 
Mills 
reservoir 


reported 1.63 inch fell in that 
area by 8 a.m. 
Trinidad 


reported 1.8 inch, and a light 
sprinkle continued. 


Meanwhile, the Associated 


Press reported deluges swept 
vast portions of Texas today, 
causing deaths, damage and 
flooding. 


The downpour at San Antonio 


fell at a record rate. Flash 
flooding occurred in places, and 
high water forced families to 
flee their homes. 


The near-cloudbursts 
cen- 


tered around San Antonio but 
stretched 
northeastward 
to 


bring deaths in the Fort Worth- 
Dallas region of North Central 
Texas and almost paralyzing 
traffic. 


The Weather Service reported 


that some gauges in San An- 
tonio put rainfall above a foot 
in places. 


The official rainfall total at 


the San Antonio Weather Serv- 
ice office was 7.25 inches be- 
tween 7:22 p.m. Wednesday to 7 
a.m. today. This is a record 
rate, the previous recording 
being 7.08 inches in 24 hours 
Oct. 1-2, 1919. 


A fire station rain gauge in 


San Antonio registered 12.5 
inches. 


Officers counted 300 to 400 


places on San Antonio streets 
which were blocked by high 
water. 


Police reported that some 


residents of Sequin began 
evacuating their homes because 
of high water. Seguin is 35 miles 
northeast of San Antonio. The 
Seguin 
mayor 
asked 
for 


National Guard assistance. 


Oft-flooded Ciblolo Creek at 


San Antonio went out of its 
banks again and firemen took 
120 persons out of the area of 
high water. 


The East Central School Dis- 


trict in Bexar County of which 
San Antonio is the country seat 
closed its schools for the day. 


Attendants stood by at the 


San Antonio Zoo fearing that 
the San Antonio River might 
back into the cages.

At Lacoste, 20 miles south- 


west of San Antonio, six inches

Garriott and Jack R. Lousma just two days 
after the end of their SGVa-day space journey 
was described by a flight surgeon aboard the 
recovery carrier USS New Orleans as "just 
short of amazing." 


"We're impressed," Dr. Paul Buchanan said. 


Garriott "looks very good. The other two are 
slightly down. Owen has more bounce to the 
ounce. Jack trails him a little, and Al is just a 
notch behind Jack." 


He said their excellent conditions may be "a 


real landmark in medical history. We are un- 
believably happy with this data."

involved Bean's back. He aggravated an old 
strain when he slept on a soft mattress Tuesday 
night.

made for the pain was lost in zero gravity, so 
he'll have to get that compensation back," the 
flight surgeon said.

week. 


"We are going to file/' Best 


said. 


It had been expected that Ag- 


new's lawyers might make an 
eleventh-hour move to try to 


stop the probe before it got un- 
der way at 10 a.m., EDT today, 
but that move never materia- 
lized. Best said he did not feel 
that the start of the grand jury 
hearings would make them any 
more difficult to stop. 


The grand jury session began 


amid the same overwht 
security precautions that have 
marked the last two sessions of 
the panel. Federal marshals 
completely blocked off 
the 


courthouse corridor leading to 
the grand jury hearing room so 
that newsmen could not see 
who came and went. 


There were reports that the 


federal prosecutors handling 
the investigation were seriously 


considering daily sessions of 
the grand jury in order to 
speed up the probe. Should that 
happen, sources said, presenta- 
tion of evidence could be com- 
pleted within a week. 


Agnew is under investigation 


for possible violation of tax, 
bribery, extortion and con- 
spiracy laws. He has labeled all 
charges against him as "dam- 
ned lies." 


The allegations center on 


kickbacks from contractors in 
the 1960s when Agnew was

Democrats Accused of Double Standard 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Pres- 


idential speechwriter Patrick J. 
Buchanan has suggested that 
Democrats are using a double 
standard when they deplore the 
use of paid spies by President 
Nixon's 1972 campaign. 


He noted that author Joe 


McGinnis gained the confidence 
of Nixon workers in 1968 and 
later wrote an anti-Nixon bes- 
tseller, "The Selling of the 
President 1968." 


"This sort of thing was 


praised and applauded and 
cheered until it was done by 
Republicans against Demo- 
crats,11 Buchanan said, his 
voice rising to a near-shout. 


The incident stood 
out 


Wednesday as the Sentate Wa- 
tergate committee turned its 
attention from the Watergate 
bugging and cover-up, and be- 
gan wrestling with the question 
of whether certain campaign 
tactics are fair or foul. 


Hearings are recessed until 


next Tuesday. 


When the hearings resume, 


they will not be televised live. 
The three major networks an- 
nounced Wednesday the termi- 
nation of their agreement for 
each network to broadcast the 
hearings each third day. 


Buchanan was questioned by 


Sen. Joseph M. Montoya, D- 
N.M., about the agents paid by 
the Nixon campaign to gather 
i n f o r m a t i o n 
a b o u t 


Democratics. 


"Do you think that these were 


ethical?*' Montoya asked. 


"... do you think it was ethical 


for Joe McGinnis to pose as a 
reporter and come into our 
campaign in 1968, fob himself 
off as an aide, steal my memo- 
randa and publish them in a 
bestselling book that was hailed 
in the Washington Post?" 


Buchanan defended a number 


of campaign methods which he 


used or suggested in memo- 
randa. 


In one of his memos he sug- 


gested that if Chicago Mayor 
Richard J. Daley were ousted 
from the 1972 Democratic na- 
tional convention by Sen. 
George McGovern's forces, 
bearded 
Nixon volunteers 


should taunt the mayor with 
placards 
saying, 
''Daley's 


through 
in 
'72. 
Vote 


McGovern." 


"Do you think that was proper 


and ethical?" asked Montoya. 


Buchanan said: "I don't think 


.this is unethical ... It's not im- 
proper." 


"Well, then it's not proper, 


then," said Montoya. 


"No, the two are not the 


same," Buchanan replied. 


"I think that's in the area of 


pranks," he said. 


Buchanan said he thought he 


was acting properly when he 
wrote letters on campaign is- 
sues which other people signed 
and sent to newspaper editors. 
This was no different than 
ghost-writing a speech, he said. 


Similarly, he defended the use 


of "attack11 advertisements, 
used against McGovern, which 
were written by Nixon cam- 
paign workers but which were 
signed by "Democrats for 
Nixon," an organization fi- 
nanced largely with Nixon cam- 
paign funds. 


The Watergate break-in itself, 


Buchanan said, was a crime. 


Gas Heads up, Beef down

Gasoline prices are going up, 
probably Friday, but the cost of 
beef may be headed down. 


And, say officials of the Cost 


of Living Council, a plan by the 
Postal Service to raise its rates 
may be challenged. 


The price rise for gasoline, 


heating oil and diesel 
fuel 


comes in the wake of pressure 
on the council from both retai- 
lers and the White House. 


"We have committed our- 


selves to increasing prices and 
we'll do so toward the end of the 
week," council Director John T. 
Dunlop told newsmen Wed- 
nesday, 


A source said the increase 


will be at least one cent a gallon 
and possibly two. Dunlop said 
the council may challenge 
another price increase, the pro- 
posed two-cent hike in first 
class mail. 


Dunlop said the council is 


considering holding public 
hearings on the increase, but 
added that in any event, "we 


have determined we are going 
to take a good close look at it." 


Dunlop said he is concerned 


about the impact of the increase 
on the consumer and also on the 
publishing business, much of 
which relies on distribution by 
mail. 


Dunlop had good news for 


srs on beef prices. He 


said prices at the supermarket 
should start declining within a 
few weeks. 


He said wholesale cattle 


prices have plummeted 32 per 
cent from a high of $56.75 per 
hundredweight on Aug. 14 to 
$38.50 this week, a development 
that he said "from a consumer's 
point of view is delightful.11 


But he said not all of the de- 


crease will reach the retail level 
because 
wholesalers 
who 


previously had to absorb some 
increased costs during the peri- 
od of the beef price ceilings will 
now recover these costs.

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Judge Bean's Justice Was Swift, His Romance with Lilly Langry Slow To Bloom 


(High Dixie Murder Rate Blamed on Ease of Gun Purchase 


LANGTRY, Tex. (AP) - It 


could have been the very first 
pin-up romance, that story of 
the homespun frontier judge 
and the English socialite ac- 
tress, but it still drew almost 
93,000 tourists here last year 
and may do even better by this 
summer's end. 


The unlikely principals, who 


never met, were crusty old 
Judge Roy Bean, famed as the 
Law West of the Pecos, and 
Mrs. Langry, the lovely and so- 
phisticated Jersey Lilly, great 
friend of then reigning King 


Edward VII. 


What Judge Bean was doing 


losing his heart to such a rav- 
ing beauty when he had Mrs. 
Bean and five children around 
has never been explained. But 
a contemporary described him 
as having "more brass than a 
bedstead" and women's lib was 
not yet born. 


Mrs. Langry first caught the 


judge's roving eye through an 
old picture published in the Il- 
lustrated London News. He 
wrote and obtained her photo- 
graph. And hung it above the 


bar in his saloon. 


Bean was a wool shipper out 


of Kentucky before he opened 
his Texas saloon and became 
the first Justice of the Peace in 
the rugged, fast-draw country 
west of the Pecos River. 


Never one to stand on formal- 


ity, he dispensed his own brand 
of Texas justice from the bar 
or from the porch outside, 
where cowboys could watch the 
proceedings from their saddles. 


Wielding a mean gavel, his 


six-shooter and his one law 
book—an 1879 copy of the Re- 


vised Statutes of Texas—before 
him, Judge Bean would say 
with heavy humor: "Law book 
says prisoner must stand be- 
fore the bar. You ain't far from 
it here on the porch. We'll get 
on with the judging'." 


He was said to be "fierce for 


finin', 
especially 
near 
pay 


day." 


"I'm finin' you $45 and a 


round of drinks for the jury, 
and that's my ruling" he'd say, 
as the gavel smacked down and 
another case was disposed of. 
Sometimes he ordered the de- 


fendant to provide a drink for 
his pet bear, saying: "Bruno 
does love to guzzle beer." 


If justice was swift, 
the 


judge's long-distance romance 
was slow. 


Although almost illiterate, he 


would sit up nights, painfully 
penning lettrs by lamplight. It 
was a one-sided correspond- 
ence. Mrs. Langry never re- 
plied. 


He had the name, The Jersey 


Lilly, painted over the wooden 
building that was his combined 
saloon, billiard hall and court- 


room. The itinerant sign painter 
he employed mis-spelled Lily. 


At one point, it is believed, 


Roy Bean made the long trip 
east to San Antonio where he 
saw the actress on stage in one 
of her American tours. He be- 
came obsessed with the idea of 
luring her to Langtry. 


He build another wooden 


building and put a sign on it: 
"Roy Bean's Opera House, 
Town Hall, and Seat of Jus- 
tice." And he hoped that one 
day she would play there. 


Finally, one letter which told 


Mrs. Langtry that the little dus- 
ty West Texas town was named 
for her did draw a reply. She 
agreed to visit "her" town next 
time she was in Texas. 


When she finally made it, in 


1904, 
she stood on the back 


platform of her green Southern 
Pacific private railroad car, 
but no Judge Bean was there to 
greet her. He died six months 
earlier. 


Mrs. Langry heard a speech 


of welcome, accepted flowers 
and the judge's old six-shooter, 
raised up her silken skirts and 


tripped through the dust of the 
street to inspect the saloon and 
opera house. 


Her recorded comment: "I 


only wish I could have come 
sooner." 


Langtry entered a decline 


when it lost its lifeline, the rail- 
road, diverted elsewhere after 
nine bridges across the nearby 
canyon washed out in flash 
floods. 


Today the trim Judge Roy 


Bean Visitors Center stands on 
the site of the railroad depot.

Greenville, S.C., Columbus, 
Ga., Tuscaloosa, Ala., Rich- 
mond, Va., and Savannah, Ga. 


Of 53 metropolitan areas that 


reported 12 or more homicides 


per 100,000 population, 42 were 
in the 12-state Southern region. 


"Generally in the South, re- 


strictions on gun ownership are 
rather loose," said Dr. Eugene 
Czajkoski Sha-Ka-ski, chairman 
of the department of criminolo- 
gy at Florida State University 
in Tallahassee. 


He said although statistics 


were unreliable, he was con- 
vinced that gun control legisla- 
tion would reduce the murder 
rate. He claimed, in a tele- 
phone interview, that gun re- 
strictions. 


Based on per 100,000 popu- 


lation, New York reported 19.1 


murders last year while Los 
Angeles reported 
12.8. Las 


Vegas had 18.3, Baltimore 17.6, 
Detroit 17.3 and Chicago 11.5. 


By comparison, Gainesville

Grim Inflation Statistics Better than Real Pinch 


NEW YORK (AP) - If you 


feel rises in consumer prices 
are even more severe than in- 
dicated by the 22.8 per cent an- 
nual rate of increase in August, 
you have company. 


You also have reasons to so 


believe: 


1. Paychecks aren't keeping 


pace with rising prices. During 
much of this extended bout 
with inflation, workers were 
able to maintain parity with 
rising prices. In July, buying 
power rose 1.1 per cent, mainly 


because of the freeze on prices. 


But in August, buying power 


plunged. The relative strength 
of factory wages dropped 1.9 
per cent from July, meaning 
paychecks averaged $2.02 less 
than a year earlier. 


2. The increases are concen- 


trated in areas of the budget 
where cutbacks are difficult — 
in food, clothing and shelter. 


The biggest increases have 


been in food prices, with the 
August increase amounting to 
6.1 per cent. Counting August, 


the price of meat, poultry and 
fish has risen 40 per cent in two 
years. 


Such 
enormous 
increases 


make others seem insignificant. 
But any increase in an essen- 
tial will have a greater impact 
than increases in other areas, 
such as recreation. 


Aside from food, the biggest 


contributors to the rising cost 
of living in August were cloth- 
ing, housing, fuel oil and home- 
repair items. 


The big increases in the 


prices of services were attribut- 
ed to higher home mortgage in- 
terest rates. Insurance and fi- 
nance charges jumped 14.4 per 
cent on an annual basis, and 
rents rose more than seven per 
cent. 


Because of rising prices, una- 


vailability of credit and uncer- 
tainty about the immediate fu- 
ture, millions of Americans are 
trying to limit spending and 
bide their time with certificates 
of deposit.

Department of Public Safety 
officers Vernon Crook and 
Albert Fisher for speeding when 
the grass was found, both in the 
seat of the car and trunk, ac- 
cording to Shelton.

Cotton Harvest under Way; 
Farmers Wish for Dry Spell 


BY GENESEARS 
Extension Agent 


SOIL AND CROP CON- 


DITION: Though soil moisture 
is in fairly good supply in the 
subsoil zone or the lower root 
zone, the surface is fairly dry. 
This was especially noted in a 
field south of Powell that J. R. 
Bush had broken and was 
planting oats. In many fields 
like this one, a rain will be 
needed to get the seeds to 
germinate. Cotton growers on 
the other hand would like to see 
dry weather for the next three 
weeks in order to get the cotton 
crop harvested. 


In all areas of the county, the 


cotton harvest is getting un- 
derway, but we feel that next 
week will see all available 
strippers working and all cotton 
gins running at capacity unless 
weather conditions change. 
Defoliation has been applied in 
fields last week and this week 
and this means many acres will 
be ready for harvest next week. 


Sonny Bancroft was busy 


harvesting 
with his 
new 


broadcast stripper in Elm Flat 
this week and has been quite 
pleased with the performance 
thus far. He was following close 
behind the stripper with a stalk 
shredder and his plans are to 
follow the shredder with a root 
plow to plow out the cotton 
roots. After this he will attempt 
to turn under all the crop 
residue as deep as possible. 
These are important steps in 
land preparation, but even 
more important for helping to 
hold the pink bollworm under 
control. 


We still have a few grain 


sorghum fields to be harvested, 
but for the most part the har- 
vest 
is 
complete. 
Most 


producers have done a good job 
of getting the fields in condition. 


Bermuda grass pastures are 


still doing a good job of 
producing forage and prospects 
are still good that cattlemen 
will go into the winter season 
with the most available grass in 
many years. 


Many winter pastures that 


were planted early are already 
up and growing. These pastures 
should be ready to graze when 
the winter season begins.

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Attempt To Snuff out Soviet Civil Rights Movement Stalled by Resistance of Few Fiery Individualists 


A Texan Lost in Texas

The Kremlin today seems to 


be searching cautiously for a 
safe way to snuff out what re- 
mains of the Soviet civil rights 
movement; but while it has 
won some battles, it is far from 
winning the war. 


It has moved deliberately, 


anxious to avoid arousing the 
sort of protest outcry that could 
endanger its quest for impor- 
tant economic concessions from 
the United States and the West. 


This latest in a series of repr- 


ession campaigns, launched al- 
most 
two years ago, 
has 


wounded the movement severe- 
ly, but it remains alive. The 
drive began when the Kremlin 
was building its current policy 
of peaceful coexistence. 


It has silenced the under- 


ground press, the cement that 
has kept a frail rights move- 
ment together. However, the 
Kremlin ran head-on into a 
highly publicized challenge, a 
situation unique in the history 
of Communist power, when it 
turned its heaviest artillery on 
the outstanding figures of the 
rights movement. 


Stubborn voices, like those of 


Andrei D. Sakharov, the nucle- 
ar physicist, and Alexander I. 
Solzhenitsyn, the Nobel Prize- 
winning novelist, refused to be 
silenced. 


The 
Communist 
party 


couldn't remain aloof to this 
challenge. But these stalwarts 
were not ordinary men. It 
would not be as easy to deal 
with them the way others had 
been dealt with: shipment to in- 
sane asylums, forced labor or 
exile. Their towering reputa- 
tions made their voices too 
clearly heard. 


The dissenters re scientists, 


writers, other intellectuals. In 
relation to the Soviet population 
of 240 million, they are just a 
handful. 


Historically, Russians never 


have 
been a 
revolutionary 


people. In their vast land, 
change under the czars had to 
be forced by the very few who 
dared challenge absolute au- 
thority. 


Today's dissenters have pro- 


grams, 
dreams, 
ambitions, 


ideals—but little in the way of 
organization or cohesion. Their 
demands by Western standards 
would 
seem 
extraordinarily 


mild, nor are these 
accom- 


panied by the violent clashes 
with authority so familiar in 
the West. 


Many seeking change come 


from the ranks of survivors of 
Stalin's terrible concentration 
camps. After Stalin died in 
1953, 
some had hoped for a 


more open society, not through 
overthrow of the existing sys- 
tem but through liberalization. 


Dissent had been impossible 


under Stalin's one-man dicta- 
torship; but for a brief time of 
thaw under Nikita S. Khrush- 
chev, some hopes were stirred. 


These hopes became some- 


what clouded in Khrushchev's 
later years even though as late 
as 1962 it had been possible for 
Solzhenitsyn to publish his 
"One Day in the Life of Ivan 
Denisovich," an account of the 
horrors of a Stalinist labor 
camp. 


It remained to Khrushchev's 


successors under the leadership 


TALK CHURCH LAND 


NEW ORLEANS, La. (AP) - 


A special commission has been 
appointed to resolve a property 
dispute for the maverick Frist 
Presbyterian Church of Paris, 
Tex. 
and 
other 
regional 


churches. 


The Paris church, as well as 


others who have split from the 
traditional Presbyterian Church 
of the U.S., have asked the 
commission to hear several 
complaints that have resulted 
from the theological quarrel. 


The commission was appoint- 


ed by Robert W. Bass of San 
Antonio, the new head of the 
synod of Red River, which is 
the governing body for Texas, 
Louisiana, Arkansas and Okla- 
homa. About 200 churches are 
attempting to leave the parent 
demonination, including nine in 
the Red River synod. 


The Paris church, which ex- 


cept for 28 members voted to 
pull out of the main body, is 
seeking to claim the church 
property. The 28 loyalists have 
meanwhile hired lawyers in 
hopes of keeping the church 
property for the synod. 


The commission 
is being 


asked to forbid the 28 from hir- 
ing lawyers 
to retain 
the 


church property. 


of Leonid I. Brezhnev, the Com- 
munist party chief, to stage a 
series of repression 
waves 


reminiscent of the Stalin era. 
The repression began in 1965 
and culminated early in 1972 
with the wave that is still in 
progress. 


The Communist party's upper 


levels, grumbling about "un- 
healthy tendencies," 
seemed 


fearful that something akin to a 
political opposition might devel- 
op. Yet the more they sup- 
pressed, the more the opposi- 
tion appeared to take definite 
shape. 


Some milestones in the devel- 


opment of political opposition: 


—1962-3: The Phoenix group, 


a small band of young in- 
tellectuals, launched the fore- 
runner of the underground "sa- 
mizdat' '—self-publication- 
press, typewritten script passed 
hand to hand. 


—Early 1965: A political un- 


derground in Leningrad formed 
the "All Russian Social Chris- 
tian Union" with 10 charter 
members, professional people 
and intellectuals. The program 
called for a democratic system, 
elected leaders accountable tc 


an 
elected 
parliament 
and 


some vaguely socialist aims. 
The regime hit them hard in 
1967, arresting anywhere from 
60 to several hundred. Many 
went to harsh labor camps on 
charges of treason. 


—September 1965: Writers 


Yuli Daniel and Andrei Sin- 
yavsky were arrested for hav- 
ing written critically of the So- 
viet system. Their writings had 
found their way to the West. 
This was a benchmark case 
since the harsh sentences the 
two drew led to open protests. 


One protest group calling itself 
SMOG, the Russian acronym 
for "Word, Thought, Image, 
Depth," issued a manifesto and 
even staged a demonstration in 
December. 


—April 1568: The chronicle of 


Current Events appeared. This 
underground, typewritten news- 
paper, circulated hand to hand 
. in 
carbon 
copies, 
carried 


names, dates, places, prison 
terms, types of persecution and 
other information of interest to 
dissidents. It appeared regu- 
larly every two months until 


October 1972. 


—August 1968: The Soviet-led 


invasion of Czechoslovakia to 
strangle a Communist party 
liberalization brought a public 
protest demonstration in Mos- 
cow. In the words of the young 
poet Natalaya Gorbanevskaya, 
soon to be imprisoned: "The 
KGB in civilian clothes fell 
upon us. Rushing up to us they 
shouted, 'These are all Jews. 
Beat the anti-Soviets.'" Some 
were beaten, many arrested. 


—1969: A "Program for a 


Democratic Movement" circu- 
lated underground. It spoke for 


those who wanted to dismantle 
the whole Soviet system rather 
than invest any hope in evolu- 
tionary 
reform. 
It 
frankly 


praised capitalism, denigrated 
Soviet socialism. 


—Spring 1970: Sakharov, with 


fellow scientist Valentyn Tur- 
chin and historian Roi Medve- 
dev, made public a letter to the 
Communist party and Soviet 
government urging response to 
the "legal and natural" desire 
of intellectuals for free 
ex- 


pression. These men spoke for 
those seeking reform by legal 
means through influencing the 


leadership. 


—Mid-1970: 
A 
movement 


called Veche, the name derived 
from a 13th century Russian 
council, made its appearance, 
stressing as elements needed 
for a Russian awakening: the 
national character, traditional 
values 
and 
the 
Orthodox 


Church. 


—November 1970: Sakharov, 


with 
two 
other 
physicists, 


formed the Human Rights Com- 
mittee, later joined by many 
other eminent figures, including 
Solzhenitsyn as a "correspond- 
ing member." 
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El Paso's Had Tough Time Developing into a Metropolis, even with 500 Years to Work at It

One of our favorite under- 


cover agents in El Paso re- 
minds us that his city is 100 
years old this year. 


This is astounding. Read the 


history of Texas and you'll be- 
lieve El Paso has been sitting 
there since the Rio Grande was 
nothing but a little creek. 


Well, maybe not that old. 


Just a little less than 500 years. 
The first Spaniard to reach 
there was Cabezade Vace. The 


year was 1536. 


The Indians always knew 


where it was. But they didn't 
make any big deal out of it. 


It was nothing much more 


than a camping place when the 
first large movement of Span- 
ish soldiers, priests and farm- 
ers headed northward to settle 
the upper Rio Grande Valley 
farther north in what now is 
New Mexico. 


All 
the 
Spaniards 
came 


tumbling back south in panic in 
1680, 
however, when the In- 


dians revolted. Most stopped at 
El Paso del Norte. 


It was within a year or two of 


that date that Ysleta was con- 
sidered a settlement and thus is 
listed as the oldest town in 
Texas. Today its hard to dis- 
cover where El Paso ends and 
Ysleta begins. 


Yet not everyone liked El 


Paso del Norte. 


For instance, C. L. Sonnich- 


sen in his "Pass of the North," 
a fine, recent history, quotes an 
early priest as writing to a 


friend in Mexico City: 


"For the love of God and St. 


Anthony, do everything you 
possibly can to get me out of 
here." 


If the padre had stuck around 


until now, he would tear up the 
letter. 


No city in Texas has such 


spectacular views, particularly 
of the mountains. The air is dry 
and invigorating. 


The Rio Grande Valley at 


that point will grow almost 
anything and is noted for a su- 


perior long-style cotton. 


The campus of the University 


of Texas at El Paso just may 
be the best'looking in the state, 
and the New Year's Sun Bowl 
football game 
is attracting 


some of the top elevens of the 
nation. 


Counting the people on both 


banks of the river, it is the pop- 
ulation center for about a mil- 
lion persons. 


Wasn't always like that. Even 


in 1860, the Texas side of the 
stream had only 428 residents 


of which 144 were Anglo. 


Adventurers traveling west to 


the California gold fields in 1849 
and 1850 added excitement to 
the town but little else. 


The coast-to-coast railroad 


reached El Paso in 1881 when 
there were an estimated 1,500 
residents, and then the lid was 
off. 


By 1890, the population was 


10,000—a large place for that 
time. 


Our undercover agent, Chris 


P. Fox of the State National 


Bank, says the city was in- 
corporated May 17, 1873, with 
the city council meeting for the 
first time Aug. 15 that year in 
the saloon of Ben Dowell, a ma- 
jor figure in El Paso history. 


Strangely, Sonnichsen makes 


only passing reference to this 
council meeting in his highly 
interesting book. He only notes 
that another election was held 
and a council met again on 
July 23, 1880. 


Apparently any work of the 


first council was interrupted by 
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the Salt War. 


Residents obtained title or 


took possession of salt deposits 
nearby. Mexicans had been ac- 
customed to mining the salt 
any time their crops failed and 
selling the mineral. 


The dispute over rights to the 


salt brought on serious riots 
with several persons killed. 


By that time, El Paso was a 


wild place with very little law 
and it remained that way for a 
long time. At one point, there 
was one saloon for each 200 
residents. 


Sonnichsen says El Paso may 


have had the "doubtful dis- 
tinction of staying wide open 
longer than any other frontier 
community." 


Virtually every noted gun- 


slinger of the period visited El 
Paso or made it his center of 
operations. 


The City Council could not 


find an effective 
man 
who 


would take the job of marshal 
and clean up the place. For one 
thing, there was no pay. 


Then a fellow drifted in from 


Colorado County, Tex., walked 
in on a council meeting one day 
and announced he was the 
man. 


He was Dallas Stoudenmire, 


wounded Confederate soldier 
formerly of Alabama and a 
one-time Texas Ranger. 


Stoudenmire cleaned up the 


city all right, just as clean as 
the city leaders wanted. 


He didn't stop the open gam- 


bling or close down the houses 
of fallen doves. They were con- 
sidered a financial asset to the 
city. He did make them stop 
some of their more offensive 
practices like rolling drunks 
and cheating at the gambling 
tables. 


Poor Dallas! He got things so 


peaceful in El Paso that he be- 
came bored and took to drink. 


He died in a blaze of gunfire 


when he was attacked by at 
least two members of a promi- 
nent family. 


El Paso was in the middle of 


some of the Mexican revolu- 
tions and counter-revolutions. 
There were all sorts of wild es- 
capades, 500, with rum runners 
during Prohibition. 


El Paso has settled down now 


amid its fantastic mountains. 
But you get the feeling that if 
any new adventure situations 
arise, El Paso will be ready.

New Argentine Government Swears Vengeance on Marxist Guerrillas

BUENOS AIRES (AP) - Ar- 


gentina's Peronist government 
today pledged a war on the 
Marxist guerrillas it blamed for 
the ambush slaying of the na- 
tion's top labor leader. 


Jose Rucci, secretary-general 


of the giant General Labor Con- 
federation and a top confidant 
of President-elect Juan D. Per- 
on, was gunned down Tuesday 
outside his brother-in-law's sub- 
urban home. 


The killers escaped but the 
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government blamed the attack 
on the People's 
Liberation 


Army, the ERP, which has 
been outlawed. 


One radio station said an 


anonymous caller reported the 
killing moments after it hap- 
pened and said it was the work 
of the ERP. 


But no other evidence was 


put forward to show that the 
murder might not have been 
the work of Peronist leftists 
who have been battling such 
conservative leaders of the 
movement as Rucci and who in 
May killed another union lead- 
er, Dirk Kloosterman. 


Lastiri, in a address Tuesday 


night, warned that the govern- 
ment would meet "violence 
with violence, whether from the 


dependable 


quallty-assi'red 
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right or left." 


"We are at war with the 


ERP," said one Peronist lieu- 
tenant. 


The unions called a general 


strike until midnight tonight in 
protest against the assassina- 
tion, shutting down public 
transport, other public services, 
business and industry through- 
out the nation.

S. Viets Counterattack Reds 


SAIGON, (AP) - For the 


third day South Vietnamese 
planes today attacked Commu- 
nist forces that overran a 
ranger base in the central high- 
lands. 


But military sources said the 


rugged 
mountain 
terrain 


around the Le Minh camp 
would impede the large-scale 
counterattack the government 
plans. 


The Saigon command was re- 


ported preparing to send 2,000 
troops to retake the base 23 
miles west of Pleiku. But one 
senior officer said it would be 
"enormously difficult" to posi- 
tion artillery near the camp. 


The attack Saturday on the 


base touched off one of the 
hardest battles in Vietnam 
since the Jan. 28 cease-fire. 
Military spokesmen say two 
North Vietnamese and Viet 
Cong divisions are now in ac- 
tion in Pleiku and Kontum 
provinces. 


Survivors from Le Minh said 


North 
Vietnamese 
gunners 


opened up on the base at noon 
Saturday with a three-hour bar- 


rage of mortar and heavy artil- 
lery fire. U.S. sources said 
about 290 South Vietnamese 
troops and dependents were in 
the camp at the time. 


In Cambodia, meanwhile, the 


Cambodian command said its 
troops were conducting oper- 
ations on at least five fronts to- 
day, the first day of Prachum 
Ben, the Buddhist festival of 
the dead. 


The Khmer Rouge insurgents 


staged spectacular raids in the 
Phnom Penh area during the 
1972 and 1971 festivals, and the 
command is on the alert for an 
attempt to repeat. 


A spokesman said govern- 


ment forces clashed with the 
insurgents on Highway 38 about 
14 miles southwest of the capi- 
tal. There was fighting also at 
Vihear Suor, 13 miles northeast 
of Phnom Penh; at Trapeang 
Kraloeung on the capital's road 
to the sea; on the edges of 
Kompong Cham, and on the 
western approaches to Phnom 
Penh. No major gain on either 
side was reported.

LBJ Neighbors 
Win Land Hike 


FREDERICKSBURG, Tex. 


(AP) — Two longtime neigh: 
bors of the late Lyndon B. 
Johnson have won a special 
commissioners' 
verdict 
that 


their 
132-acre 
ranch, con- 


demned to enlarge the LBJ 
State Park, is worth $303,667. 


This is well over the $163,445 


that the Texas Parks and Wild- 
life Department wanted to pay 
Mr. and Mrs. Eugene Lindig. 


George Adams, who heads 


the department's land acquisi- 
tion program, said it was "too 
early" to say whether the de- 
partment would appeal the 
commissioners' decision to a 
district, court jury. 


Adams placed the value of 


the Lindigas' land at $1,247 an 
acre during a hearing before 
the three commissioners Mon- 
day. They decided Tuesday it 
was worth $2,318 per acre. 


"We appreciate the impartial 


action of the commissioners, 
but we need some time to 
analyze it," said John Daven- 
port of Austin, the Lindigs' at- 
torney. 


The 
commissioners 
have 


scheduled an Oct. 15 hearing on 
the fair market value of the 
126-acre ranch owned by Mr. 
and Mrs. Hiram Hodges. Parks 
and Wildlife bargainers have 
offered the Hodges $1,125 per 
upland acre and $1,500 per acre 
of Pedernales River frontage. 


The price paid for in August 


1972 3,414 acres of the LBJ 
Ranch—across the river from 
the park and the Lindig place- 
figured in. the testimony at 
Monday's hearing. 


Tom Gardner of Austin, a 


land appraiser called by the 
parks and wildlife department, 
said the Johnson land sold for 
$4.5 million, or an average of 
$1,318 per acre. Frates Proper- 
ties, Inc. of Tulsa was the buy- 
er. 


But the commissioners appar- 


ently believed this figure did 
not accurately represent the 
value of the portion of the 
ranch near the state park, nor 
the fair price for the Lindig 
property. 


Appraisers called by Daven- 


port estimated the value of the 
Lindig land at between $2,115 to 
$2,415 per acre. 


The Hodges and the Lindigs 


were the only holdouts among 
the seven owners of 550 acres 
sought by the parks and wild- 
life department for an enlarge- 
ment of the 269-acre park. 


Lindig, 62, testified the land 


has been in his family since 
1874.

Serious risks such as a 
permanent disability is not ac- 
ceptable," Schoolar said. 


He said researchers are 


"acutely aware of the patient 
and of his rights—not only as a 
patient, but as a dignified hu- 
man being. 


Dr. David Wade, MHMR
